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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Applicant's arguments in the Response filed 6/23/08 (page 
8, line 6 - page 12, line 2) with respect to claims 1-20 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of 
claim 20 under 35 USC §101, claims 1, 3-4, 5-7, 14-15, & 19-20 
under 35 USC §102, and claims 11 & 13 under 35 USC §103 have 
been withdrawn. The rejections of claims 2, 6-8, 10, 12, & 16-18 
have been obviated by their cancellation.
